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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

All of the claims are objected to because the language is awkward and not easily 

read. Some examples and which are not limited thereto are the following: In claim 2, 
line 4, :--an — should be inserted after "to", In claim 4, line 3, --a — should be inserted 
after "to", claim 4, line 5, -a — should be inserted before "bracket", etc... 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in tlie specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is not readily understood by the Examiner how synthetic material is a soluble material. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In claim 6, line 2, there is a lack of antecedent basis for "said 
protrusion". 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

As best understood, claims 1-3, 6, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Chinese patent to Guasch (641 052 A5). Chinese patent to 
Guasch (641 052 A5) discloses a personal descent apparatus (1 ) comprising a front 
and back plate, braking rods (17) pivotally connected (18) to the plates (1), the braking 
rods (17) having "geared grooves" (19) which are tapered, a rope (4) extending between 
the plates (1) and extending between the grooves (19), a weight receiving means (19a 
and 20), and elastic means (see springs below braking rods (17) in any of Figures 1-3). 
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Depending on tlie applicant's amendments, it appears that claims 4, 5, and 7 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Several patents have been cited disclosing decent apparatuses 
similar to that of the applicant's invention.
